at His Sweetheart’s Home, 
Makes a Full Confes- 
sion of Crime. 


TRAITOR TO HIS FRIEND. 


the Express Car and Gets 
Deadly Bullets from Be- 
hind as Reward. 


BOOTY GIVEN 70 FIANCEE. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—In the 
presence of his promised bride, to whom he 
was to be married Thursday, and who, inno- 
cently, was the custodian of a portion of his 
plunder, Charles R. H. Ferrell, the slayer of 
Express Messenger Lane and the perpetrator 
of the daring robbery of the express car on 
the Pennsylvania train on Saturday night, 
was taken into custody this afternoon. 
When confronted with absolute proof of 
his guilt the prisoner confessed the crime 
and now he is under close — to prevent 
an attempt at suicide. 

The confession clears up the mystery of 
how the robber gained entrance to the car 
and escaped with the booty after murdering 
the messenger, unnoticed by the trainmen. 
It was a deed of treachery, the robber and 
slayer using Lane’s friendship for him to 
carry out his plan to kill. Given permission 
to ride in the car by the sympathetic mes- 
senger, Ferrell awaited an opportune mo- 
ment and shot his friend in the back. The 
mottve for the crime was the securing of 
money to furnish a home for the woman he 
was to marry. 

Carefully. Premeditated. 

Before . arrest at the home of his 
flancée in this city detectives had woven a 
chain of evidence about him that was con- 
vineing. His confession shows the crime 
was planned carefully and carried out as pre- 
arranged to the slightest detail. 

Of the booty Ferrell secured $1,000 was re- 
covered, the share he had given his sweet- 
heart for safekeeping, telling her he had 
saved it from his earnings. 

Ferrell had been in the employ of the Adams 
Express company up to three months ago, 
when he was discharged. Since that time 
he had been unable to secure work, and his 
approaching marriage found him practically 
penniless. 

Had No Aid in His Crime. 

Ferrell said:he had become desperate be- 
cause of his inability to secure employment | 
‘and his realization of the fact that he must 
have money to defray the expenses of his 
approaching marriage. The robbery had 
been carefully planned and it included the 
murder of Express Messenger Lane. He 
had no accomplices and no confidants. He 
knew Lane well. In fact, they were friends 
and he relied upon Lane's confidence to help 
him execute the crime. 

Having provided himself with a revolver, 
Ferrell proceeded to Urbana on Friday 
morning and waited for No. 8 When the 
train arrived he went at once to the express 
car and told Lane he was out of money and 
asked permission to ride to Columbus oe 
him. Lane consented. 


Shoots His Friend in the Back. 


When Ferrell finally had nerved himself for 
tile crime, he drew his revolver and stepped 
up behind Lane unobserved and fired three 
shots in rapid succession into the mes- 
senger’s- back. Lane rolled off the chair on 


to the floor on his face, and Ferrell fired 


the remaining shots at the prostrate body. 
Lane was unconscious, but Ferrell, fearing 
the wounds already inflicted would not cause 
death, took Lane’s revolver and fired two 
more bullets from it into the body. 
Ferrell then took the key to the way safe 
from the pocket of the dead messenger and 
opened the iron box and laid Lane’s revolver 
inside, where he could reach it easily in 
case he was detected and needed it to defend 
himself. After he had taken out all the 
sadks containing the money packages, money 
orders, and way bills he placed them in a 
small satchel and waited until the car ar- 
rived at Plain City, when he slipped off the 
train. He walked about for a few minutes 
to regain his composure and then inquired 
for the hotel, which he found after a short 
time, a belated citizen directing him to the 
place. He secured a room and retired for. 
the night without registering, a fact of which 
the landlord took no notice at the time, as 
he was half asleep. ‘ 


Inspects Plunder at a Hotel. 

Once in his room Ferrell proceeded to go 
through the packages and take out all the 
cash. The remainder he tied up in a bundle. 
The question of how to get rid of the débris 
of his plunder and his revolver then con- 
fronted him, It was an easy matter to dis- 
pose of the latter. Lifting up the mattress 
of the bed, he placed the revolver in a secure 
place in the. springs. It was not so easy to 
dispose of the bundle of express sacks and 
envelopes. Finally, he concluded he could 
get rid of the bundle best by expressing it to 
a fictitious address in some distant city, 
knowing it would remain there for a year at 
least before it would be opened, if it was not 
intercepted. 

Ferrell arose early the next morning, saun- 
tered down to the railroad station, and sat 
there for a time, reading a book. Then he 


expressed the package, which he had ad- 


dressed to C. W. Coylor, Lockport, N. Y., 
bought a ticket, and took the train for Co- 
lumbus at 6:30 o' clock. 

The detectives learning of the mysterious 
guest at the Plain City Hotel visited that 
place and found clews pointing to Farrell, so 


they followed him to this city. 


The detectives first visited his boarding 
place, and were informed that he was prob- 
ably at the home of his sweetheart, Miss 
Costlow, 250 Twenty-first street, on the East 
Bide. There they were ushered into the 
room where Ferrell sat conversing with his 
fiancée. Ferrell appeared annoyed at the in- 
trusion. The detectives did not broach the 
subject of the train robbery, but told him he 
was suspected of a burglary, and they 
wished him to accompany them to the police 
station, where the Chief of Police wanted 

to interview him. Thinking perhaps the de- 
tectives were on the wrong. scent, Ferrell 
nerved himself and said, with - apparent 
composure: “I guess there must be some 
mistake. He excused himself to Miss Cost- 
low, and accompanied the detectives to the 
city prison. On the way the detectives told 
him what he was wanted for and what they 


At the police station 
a written confession was taken by the Chief

New York, Aug. 12.—[{Special.]—With ter- 
rific fury a thunder-storm broke over the 
city this afternoon, death and destruction 
following in its path.

The 
‘condition of Mrs. Brown and her children, 
Rachel and Etta, and Bertha Silverman is 
critical. Bertha Leppowitz may lose her 
reason if she lives. The others, if they re- 
cover, will bear with them for life scars from 
the thunderbok. | 


Two Die in Rescuing Cows. 

The barn of Frank Valentine, a Flushing 
farmer, was struck by lightning and Valen- 
tine and his helper, Florence Weeks, were 
burned to death in attempting to save a 
score ef cows. Neighbors vainly attempted 
to rescue the men, whose cries for help 
could be plainly heard. Their wives fainted 
after making agonized appeals. 

Hermann Mayer and his daughter Agatha 
were drowned by the upsetting of a small 
cat-rigged yawl in which they were sailing 
in Hell Gate. Mayer's son Emil was rescued 
by boatmen. |

Penned in by flames on the second floor of 
an old frame bullding at 232 North Green 
street at 3 o'clock yesterday g, Frank 
Tenney fought desperately five minutes 
to prevent a frightened woman and four 
hysterical children from throwing them- 
selves to the ground, thirty feet below. 

At the end of that time Engine Company 
No. 8 arrived, and the members, not waiting 
for ladders, formed a human ladder of their 
own bodies, and on that the imprisoned in- 
mates descended in safety.

William Mottrahan, aged 3 months. 

The five minutes that elapsed before the 
arrival of the Fire department seemed like 
so many hours to the panic-stricken inmates 
of the burning building. Three times Grace 
Tenney reached the window in an effort to 
leap from the scorching flames that were 
raging in the apartments where they had 
been sleeping but five minutes before, and 
each time she was pushed from the window 
by the father, who alternately commanded 
and begged his children to wait for the suc- 
cor that soon must arrive. The doors be- 
tween the rear rooms and the little parlor 
where the family had dashed for safety were 
burned through before the last member had 
been helped to safety on the backs of the 
firemen, and the flames had burned through 
the frail barrier formed by the closed doors 
and reached the window through which they 
escaped. 


Fire Demands Investiention: 
The fire was peculiar in many respects, 


doubted by Marshal Anderson, there are sev- 
eral features connected with it which will be 
investigated thoroughly. 

The fire originated in a two-story frame 
building in the rear Sf 65 West Erie street 
that had been used asa rag shop. Two weeks 
ago the building was condemned by the 
Building department and was to have been 
torn down this week. 

The building was totally ges by the 
fire. Shortly before 8 o'clock Tenney, who 
is a molder,and who occupied the apartments 
on the upper floor. of the building on Green 
street, was awakened by the sound of flames. 
Springing from his bed he called to his 
daughter, Mrs. Mottrahan, and rushed to the 
doorway to view the extent of the fire. 

The members of the family were awakened 
by the frightened cries of Mrs. Mottrahan. 
Calling them, Tenney ran to the parlor in the 
front of the building, closing doors be- 
tween it and the flaming structure in the 
rear. John Moran, a flreman of Engine 
Company No. 8, which is stationed but a 
block from the burned buildings, had seen 
the flames, and, sending a still alarm to 
notify the other companies, his company 


dashed to the fire. 


Father Calls for Help. 
Tenhey was leaning from a windowcall- 
ing for a ladder or some other means of es- 
cape. No time was wasted in a search for 
a ladder. Lieutenant McGurn sprang upon a 
rickety railing in front of the house, and 
placed one foot on a window sill as a brace. 
He was supported by his comrades while 
John Moran climbed on his shoulders and 
extended his arms toward the window. 
The infant child of Mrs. Mottrahan, close- 
ly wrapped in a wet blanket, was let down 
by the mother, who was next lowered by 
Mr. Tenney. One by one Tenney lowered the 
children. As he swung from the window 
sill to the shoulders of the fireman the flames 
could be seen leaping out of a window of the 
room in which the family had been impris- 
oned. During the haste necessary to avoid 
the flames the arm of Grace Tenney was 
badly wrenched in the descent . the
